The relaxation of China trade 
announced by Foreign Secretary 
Selwyn Lloyd Thursday will 
apply to North Korea, North 
Vietnam, Tibet and Macao as 
well, the official said.

YOKOHAMA—An American 
attorney in Tokyo Friday charg- 
ed that the U.S. Army is holid- 
ing in “bondage and siavery” 
a 28-year-old American civilian 
accused of illegally importing an 
automobile into Japan. 

The Army claimed at a mili- 
tary pre-trial investigation hear- 
ing yesterday that Josiah Bixler 
‘of La Grange, Ill, was never 
legally separated from Army 
service and is still carried on 
the Army payroll. 

Bixler’s attorney, Warren 
‘Shimell, a private lawyer in 
‘Tokyo, said that Bixler resigned 
from Army service May 1 and 
therefore was no longer subject 

to US. military authority. 

Bixler this week was seized 
at Tokyo International Airport 
trying to flee the country and 
was placed in a detention cell in 
Yokohama. 

Shimell said the Army was 


“trying to pull Bixler back 
under its jurisdiction,” and 
added: ' 


“The question iscanthe Army 
pull a man back under its 
authority when he has once 
separated from the Army? 

“Bixler is being held in bon- 
dage and slavery because a few 
administrative details of his re- 
signation were not completed. 
That is completely repugnant.” 

Two Army witnesses testified 
that the Japanese alien registra- 
tion card, upon which Bixler 
bases his claim of Japanese 
jurisdiction in the case, was 
obtained improperly. 

Joseph C, Durham, Army civi- 
lian personnel officer in Tokyo, 
told the Yokohama hearing that 
the alien registration card was 
erroneously issued.

In Tokyo, the number of 
schools closed due to the epide- 
mic increased to 166 and the fig- 
ure is feared to grow even larger 
although doctors say the epide- 
mic is on a downward curve. 

Meanwhile, in the Philippines, 
which some scientists claim to 
be the source of infection, the 
month-old epidemic continues to 
spread, having already killed 
about 300 and afflicted thou- 
sands. However, schools there 


will resume classes June 10 since 
it.is believed the epidemic will 
subside in a short time,

FEAF Saves Life

The serum wes needed for a 
miner, in critical condition 
with gas gangrene following a 
cave-in in a local pit. 

Because of the late hour, no 
plane was available from the 
Japan Air Lines. A special re- 
quest made through the police 
to the Air Self-Defense Force to 
provide an aircraft also proved 
fruitless. 


Authorities of the institute 
then sought the help of the 
FEAF Johnson Air Force base 
which responded willingly. 


A dozen capsules of serum 
were swiftly flown by the FEAF 
jet’ during the night to Hok- 
kaido’s Chitose airfield. The 
serum was relayed by en ASDF 
plane to Kushiro, dropped by 
parachute and received in <ime 
by the hospital,

ned). 

The export of American tele 
vision films is becoming a big 
business, The president of one 
of the most active exporting 
films, Milton A. Gordon of Tele 
vision Programs of America, 
Inc., says that in one year TPA 
has $2,700,000 on. 12 
different series in as many 
countries. 

What sort of American televi- 
sion filmed programs do for 
eign viewers enjoy most? 

Gordon and Manny Reiner,,. 
in charge of TPA foreign dis- 
tribution, gave these general 
conclusions: 
| In Europe action and costume 
adventure series rate as the 
most popular. The least 
popular are musicals. Ameri- 
can comedies, especially if they 
have any pretensions to 
sophistication, also are not 
usually popular. 

In tin America the same 
general patterns prevail, with 
especially strong resistance to 
any form of “drawing room” 
drama. The most popular 
single- TPA program in tin 
America, by the way, is 
“Lassie,” who barks in nearly

INDIANAPOLIS (INS)—Veteran Sam Hanks, de- 
fying death and statistics, broke all records Thursday 
as he drove his sleek Belond Special to victory in the 
500-mile Memorial Day auto race at the Indianapolis 


Speedway

the $300,000 clagsic in the stun- 
ning average time of 135.061 
miles per hour, beating the old 
mark of 130.840 mph set by the 
late Bill Vukovichi in 1954. 


It was Hanks’ 
at motor racing’s most coveted 
honor and a rich reward for 
the dust-begrimed veteran who 
finished second to Pat Flaherty 
last year. 

As he piloted his car into the 
winner’s circle to the roaring 
cheers of 180,000 spectators, 
Hanks had time only to gasp 
happily: 

“I finally did it. It took the 
old man a long time—but it’s 
worth it.” ' 

Hanks’ victory climaxed a 
red-hot duel with Jim. Rath- 
mann of Miami, Fla., who drove 
a Chiropractic Special and 
The veteran lost his lead 


lowing a pit stop but powered 
his way back in front again on 
the 134th lap and never again 


ed 20 seconds behind Hanks. 


The record pace set by Hanks 
and other drivers throughout 
the big race surprised even the 
experts. This year, as a safety 
measure, engines were reduced

ride Hanks gave his car could 
be seen in the fact that his three 
pit stops cost him two minutes 
and 27 seconds, while Rath- 
mann’s three stops consumed 
only one minute and 45 seconds. 
Hanks built up his lead on 
sheer speed alone. 

Jimmy Bryan of Phoenix, 
Ariz., was third and Paul Russo 
of Canoga Park, Calif, was 
fourth. 

Hanks’ Belond Special was 
built and entered by George 
Salih of Whittier, Calif., an ex- 
perimental model with a hort 
zontal Meyer-Drake engine. It 
was one of the lightest cans in 
the race, 

Hanks earned $21,150 by lead- 
ing in a total of 141 laps. His 
total earnings are not known 
as yet but he possibly could out- 
do the $93,000 earned last year 
by Flaherty. 

There were 17 cars out of 
the starting field of 31 rumming 
at the finish of the race. 

Four accidents involving five 
drivers occurred but only one 
man was injured. Mike MaGill,

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Japan. Joins 
In Search 
For-More Oil 


LONDON (AP) — Japanese 
companies plan to join the 
search for oil in the Middle 
East and in Indonesia to help 
meet the country’s booming de 
mands for fuel, the magazine 
Petroleum Press Service re- 
ported Thursday. 

The authoritative British 
journal said Japan’s consump- 
tion would rise from its pres 
ent 11 million tons to 21 mil- 
lion in 1965. and was expected 
to soar to 42 million in 1975. 


Japan’s local oil production, 
the survey said, was now only 
320,000 tons a year, forcing the 
country to spend 10 per cent 
of its total import bill just to 
buy oil. 

“Renewed efforts are being 
made by Japar.ese concerns to 
take part, probably with the 
help of state funds, in overseas 
petroleum development,” the 
magazine said. 


“Interest has been shown in 
Iran where tentative proposals 
to participate in the develop- 
ment of the Qum oilfield proved 
abortive, in offshore areas of 
the Persian Gulf, in northern 
Sumatra and also in Ethiopia, 
where Japanese technicians are 
to be sent to study possibill- 
ties.” 

The magazine, which pub- 
lishes editions in French, Span- 
ish, German and Arabic as well 
as English for oil men through- 
out the world, was highly lauda- 
tory about the Japanese econo- 
‘m . 
Tt said there had seemed little 
hope for Japan after the war 
but “she has contrived to con- 
found the prophets. New and 
growing industries and new 
home and overseas markets 
have enabled her to expand in 
a remarkable way and not the 
lecst striking instance is that, 
thanks largely to export orders 
for tankers, she ranks as the 
leading shipbuilding country. 

“An ‘Immense problem lies 
ahead in finding the means for 
paying for the rising imports 
of food, raw materials and fuel 
needed by her expanding popu- 
lation and her industries. In 
solving it, a major asset will 
always. be the ingenious re 
sourcefulness and hard work 
typical of the Japanese people.” 

The report said Japan saw 
little hope of increasing its hy- 
droelectric power and was try- 
ing to boost coal output about 
10 million tons above its present 
level of 45 million tons annually. 
The other potentials, the report 
said, were oil and nuclear en- 
ergy. =. 

“Partly owing to Japan’s re- 
lative backwardness in scientific 
research and also to popular 
aversion arising from the. ex- 
perience of Nagasaki and Hiro- 
shima, she has delayed adoption 
of a nuclear energy program,” 
the magazine said, noting that 
a small experimental plant was 
now being constructed and a 
large one planned. 

“But at least 10 years must 
elapse before nuclear energy 
can make even a minor contri- 
bution to Japan’s needs. It is 
primarily oil that must for many 
years to come cover the increase 
in her energy requirements.”

Bills” cléared during the 
month totaled 5,511,000 or 13.3 
per -cent-over the like month 
of last year. 

The “icf@asing ratio of dis- 
honored bills over that of bills 
cleared is regarded as an in- 
dication that the recent tight- 
money measure has begun to 
take effect. 


April Production Index 


Shows Postwar Record 


Japan's production continued 
to go up in- April with the in- 
dex registering 245.5 against 100 
for the 1935-36 period, according 
to a checkup by the Economic 
Planning Agency.

13th Shipbuilding Plan 
Calls for 46 Vessels 


The Transportation Ministry | 


has finalized the 13th postwar 
shipbuilding program calling for 
construction of 46 ships aggre- 
gating 414,675 gross tons, reports 
Kyodo. 

The tonnage is the largest 
ever built in any of the past 12 
shipbuilding projects financed 
partly by the Japan Develop- 
ment Bank, a governmental 
bank. 

The Ministry, which finalized 
the plan Thursday, is scheduled 
shortly to recommend to the 
bank 33 shipping companies as 
qualified shipowners of the 46 
ships to be built under the 13th 
program. 

The Ministry has selected 33 
qualified shipowners out of 45 
shipping companies, which ap- 
plied for construction of 69 ships 
totaling 601,425 gross tons. 


The 46 ships to be built under 
the 13th program are 20 liners 
to be owned by 10 shipping 
firms, 14 large-type trampers 
by 14 firms, eight medium- 
sized trampers by eight firms 
and four tankers by four firms. 

The Nippon Yusen Kaisha 
(NYK) gets the largest quota 
of four liners, followed by the 
Osaka Shosen Kaisha (OSK) 
and the Mitsui Steamship Com- 
pany, each with three liners. 
This is the first time since the 
shipbuilding project began after 
the war that the equilibrium 
among the three leading firms 
has been broken. 

Of the 20 liners, 12 are for 
the Japan-New York service to 
compete with the U.S. Mariner- 


No Settlement Yet 
With Australia 


CANBERRA (Kyodo-Reuter) 
—No settlement has been reach- 
ed yet on the Japanese-Austra- 
lian trade agreement, Japanese 
Ambassador to Australia Tada- 
katsu Suzuki said in Canberra 
Thursday night. 

Suzuki said the Japanese and 
Australian trade officials con- 
tinued their discussions in Can- 
berra this week. 

He added “no finality has 
been reached so far and I am 
not in a position to say what 
Stage they have reached.”

A monthly bulletin issued by 
the agency yesterday pointed 
out city banks had raised their 
loan interest following the up- 
ward revision May 18 of the 
Bank of Japan’s official money 
rate by sen 0.2 to sen 2.3 per 
diem per ¥100.

Structure Under Fire 


LONDON (Kyodo-Reuter) — 
While the proposal for a new 
preferential trading system— 
the European Free Trade Area 
—is bogged down, this week’s 
agreement between Britain and 
New Zealand illustrates that 
the biggest existing preferential 
trading system, that of the Srit- 
ish Commonwealth, is under 
rather serious pressure. 


New Zealand has not yet fol- 
lowed Australia in actually re- 
a the Ottawa preferences 
that it grants to British goods 
and may not do so. But it 
greatly needs bigger markets 
for its primary products. If 
Japan or any other industrial 
country offered to take more of 
them in exchange for wider op-

For many reasons Britain can- 
not restore New Zecland’s pre- 
ferences in the British market. 
In particular it cannot promise 
even in future to restrict im- 
ports from foreign countries 
for the sake of Commonwealth 
suppliers. More than a quarter 
of Britain's exports to New 
Zealand enjoy preference ex- 
ceeding the Ottawa minimum of 
20 per cent.

Any forthcoming 
readjustment of the French 
or German mark would be addi- 
tional to other major readjust- 
ments arising from the after- 
math of the world investment 
boom and the Suez crisis and 
from the inception of world dis- 
armament. . 
Even this week’s small 
changes in Britain’s hire purch- 
ase regulations reflect its limit- 
ed international tether. How- 
ever the stock exchanges show 
more interest in the good long- 
term prospects than in short- 
term difficulties. An end to the 
cold war would require some 
industrial readjustment which 
Wall Street noticed on Monday 
but it would be immensely 
heartening and constructive for 


‘world prosperity. 


Ceylon Salt 
To Pay for 
Technicians 


COLOMBO (AP) — Ceylon 
Thursday promised to make 
nearly half of her exportable 
Salt available to Japan in re- 
turn for a promise from Japa- 
nese Prime Minister Kishi to 
provide the services of Japan’s 
best agricultural experts in de- 
veloping Trincomalee, as a com- 
mercial port with nearby in- 
dustries. 

The announcement came 
after a three-hour conference 
in the central Ceylon town of 
Kandy. 

Kishi pledged the services of 
Japan’s best experts to the de 
velopment of Trincomalee, now 
a big British naval base. Cey- 
lon also wants to set up in- 
dustries in the Trincomalee

Ceylonese officials said they 
would like to have five Japa- 
nese farming families settle in 
Ceylon within three years.

Bank Told of Loans 
To Small Business 


Mitsuo Kushida, president of 
the People’s Finance Bank, 
said that the effects of the Gov- 
ernment’s tight-money policy 
would begin to tell on small 
and medium enterprises from 
around this June. 

He told the Bank of Japan’s 
Policy Board meeting yesterday 
that it was not an easy matter 
to clamp down loan accommo- 
dation to. smaller businesses 
which were still enjoying a 
business boom. 

The latest figures, he said, 
showed that advances by the 
Finance Corporation to smaller 
businesses amounted to ¥56,600 
million in 766,000 loans, which 
accounted for 45 per cent of 
loan applications made so far. 

These loans, he _ revealed, 
tended to be repaid within the 
framework of their profits.

Cotton Apparel Figures 
Largely in U.S. Demand 


By SHELDON WESSON 


OSAKA—American demand 
for cotton apparel and domestic 
goods has filled a larger pro- 
portion of this year’s quotas 
than has the cotton piecegoods 
business, exporters report. 

Exporters have been issued 
their individual quotas for each 
item for the full year, and are 
booking business on  every- 
thing. However, those firms 
which have a large share of the 
quota for any one important 
item have been warned not to 
ship more than 35 per cent of 
their individual quotas in any 
one calendar quarter. Expor- 
ters who have small quotas 
may book business at will, and 
the small quotas for the miscel- 
laneous apparel items may. also 
be booked at will. | 

American importers are show- 
ing increased interest in a wide 
range of spun rayon apparel, 
not only blouses, which are at- 
tracting particular attention in 
New York, leading exporters 
say. Shippers believe purchases 
so far are a sampling to de- 
termine retailer and consumer 
acceptance before making 
larger scale commitments. 


Big Contracts Rumored 

The market hears rumors of 
big contracts but best ‘observers 
believe these are more likely for 
1958 shipment after present sam- 
plings are tested. It is guessed 
the quantities of spun rayon 
apparel shipped to the United 
States in 1957 probably will be 
several times larger than 1956 
but still small compared with 
cotton apparel. 

Exporters note a general grad- 
ual up-trading of prices on:cot- 
ton items. The quotas on the 
items which are in strongest de- 
mand have created a _ seller’s 
market. But more importantly, 
both exporters and their Amer- 
ican customers are reportedly 
trading up into better-priced 
lines, in the hopes of extracting 
maximum profit from the limit- 
ed quantities of merchandise 
which they may handle. 


Tablecloths 

Cotton/rayon damask table- 
cloths are reported booked up 
to the full limit of the quota, 
the 12-month period for which 
ends in August. The market for 
pillowcases is tight and firm be- 
cause the quota was cut so hard 
below last year’s sales. Demand 
for dish towels is strong. Sheets 
are reported selling slowly, and 
the demand for printed jacquard 
tablecloths is “only moderate.” 

Sports shirts and shorts are 
reported. to be selling best in 
the apparel categories. The 
“new” items which have small 
quotas—such things as cabana 
sets, pajamas, baby clothes, 
jumpers, etc.—are sold out for 
the year. | 

As noted, American custom- 
ers for these items are explor- 
ing the possibility of adding 
spun rayon garments of like 
styling to their import lines, 
because of the quota-limited 


quantities of cotton merchan- 


dise available to them. 

Business is dress shirts and 
blouses is said to be “normal 
but not pushing.” Demand for 
handkerchiefs is reported “mod- 
erate to strong.”

‘Phe Middle East crisis dominated headlines during the 


past few months, beginning with the Suez Canal, then Jor- 
dan. But recent developments in Germany are swinging 
attention back to the problems of Europe. 

| The spotlight played over Germany briefly during the 
Bermuda Conference when reports from Tucker’s Town said 
President Eisenhower and Prime Minister Harold Macmillan 
had decided to take up the question of German reunification 
with Soviet leaders and had ordered their experts to study 


the problem. 


Attention returned to Germany with more insistence 
after the exchange of notes this year between Premier Niko- 
lai Biilganin of the Soviet Union and Chancellor Konrad 


Adenauer of West Germany. 


Comrade Bulganin, in a second note to the West Ger- 
man.Jeader, proposed the opening of trade negotiations and 
cultural exchanges between their countries, but gave 
cognizance to the gap in their thinking on Germany’s 
unification and West German participation in NATO. 

These direct exchanges between Bonn and Moscow are 
assuming more importance with the impending visit of 
Soviet. First Deputy Chairman A. I. Mikoyan to the West 


German trade fair. 
A third development of 


significance is the series of 


visits. being made to the United States by West German 
leaders. President Theodor Heuss, Chancellor Adenauer, 
Foreign Minister Heinrich von Brentano, military experts 
of the Defense Ministry and the West German Parliament, 
and Chairman Erich Ollenhauer of the Socialist Party all 
have gone to the United States in recent months for meet- 


ings with American leaders. 


" 


In one sense, it can be said that these junkets have the 
general elections, expected in July or September, very 
much in mind. But, in another sense, it appears justified 
to interpret them as indications that new diplomatic and 
defense policies are in the process of formation in Germany. 

The revolts which shook Poland and Hungary last year 
caused serious cracks to appear in the Warsaw structure, 
the Communist counterpart of NATO. Reports brought out 
of East Germany indicate that they have been followed 
by fermenting unrest in the Soviet zone, and the position 
of Walter Ulbricht and his SED (Communist) Party has 


become seriously weakened. 


These developments were bound to have deep-seated 
effects upon West German thinking, especially since the 
nations of Western Europe are talking about withdrawing 
their NATO forces from Germany. 

Bonn discarded the Blank plan providing that West 
Germany supply a 12-division 500,000-man national defense 
force. to. NATO. It substituted the policy of a small elite 

. force.with Bonn’s contribution to NATO to be limited to 


120,000 men. 


Inthe purely military sense, this change appears to be 
the result of growing conviction in West Germany that 
ordinary forms of military power are ineffective in an age 
of guided missiles and intercontinental bombers carrying 


hydrogen bombs. 


' But one school of thought says this resulted in part 
‘from uneasiness about NATO. According to this view, the 
growing reluctance of NATO countries to keep their troops 
in Germany has created the feeling in West Germanf that 
NATO is insufficient to defend their country, that it may 
“be able to defend Western Europe but, before that can 

- happen, Germany itself will be destroyed. 

; In this view, both in East and West Germany there 
has been growing distrust of their respective East and 
West mutual security structures. 
| This school of thought finds special significance, there- 
fore, in reports of new efforts by West Gerrffany to realize 
unification. Foreign Minister Brentano is reported to be 
proposing an East-West military buffer, zone—with both 
Communist and Free World troops to be. withdrawn from a

Whatever the accuracy or inaccuracy of this view, 
there is little doubt that the situation surrounding the two 
Germanys is in a state of flux.

Farm Labor Plan in Crisis 


Agricultural Workers Program’s Bright Future Dashed by Labor Dept. 


A dark shadow has fallen on gra 


a US-Japan farm worker pro- 
gram, considered to have a 
bright future because of its ex- 
pected. contribution to the 
betterment of international 
relations and the: fostering of 
democracy in rural Japan. 

The Japanese Government 


and other interested quarters 


are now being pessimistic 
about the prospect of carrying 
out the Supplementary Japa- 
nése Agricultural Workers Pro- 
gram, under which 1,000 young 
Japanese farmers are to be 
admitted annually to the U.S. 
for a three-year period. 

What discourages them is 
the mounting opposition on 
the part of American labor and 
the U.S. Department of Labor 
to the admittance of Japanese 
workers to California. And a 
climax came recently when a 
Department of Labor official 
gave testimony before a House 
Judiciary Committee subcom- 
mittee, revealing a negativistic 
view on the program. 


The program is designed to 
meet demands by California 
growers for Japanese labor. 
For the time being, 1,000 
rigorously selected young farm- 
ers are to be sent from Japan 
to California each year on a 
three-year contract. After the 
fourth year, therefore, there 
are to be 3,000 such Japanese 
constantly in California. 


Blow to Program 

For the first year of the pro- 
gram, the initial batch of 63 ar- 
rived on the West Coast in 
September 1956. More groups 
followed in subsequent months 
until this spring, and the last 
group of 65 was scheduled to 
depart from Japan yesterday to 
complete the quota of 1,000. 

On May 16, however, came 
the telling blow, which forced 
the Japanese Government to 
suspend the shipment of labor 
indefinitely. Rocco C, Siciliano, 
Assistant Secretary of Labor 
for Employment and  Man- 
power, testified on that day be- 
fore the subcommittee of the 
House Judiciary Committee, 
investigating the Japanese tem- 
porary workers program in 
California. He made it clear 
that his department °-was 
definitely opposed to the pro- 
gram in question in the interests 
of American labor and econ- 
omy. 

The Japanese Government 
decided last year to push the 
now controversial program as 
a means of alleviating over- 
population in rural Japan, parti- 
cularly with regard to those 
second and third sons of farm- 
ers who had no land to culti- 
vate. For implementing such 
a policy, the Council for Sup- 
plementary Agricultural Work- 
ers was established in June 1956 
even before the U.S. Govern- 
ment accepted such a proposi- 


tion. 
Gov't Supervised 

Subsidized by the Govyern- 
ment and supervised by the For- 
eign Office and the Ministry of 
Agriculture ‘and Forestry, the 
Council handles such procedures 
as recruiting, training, proces- 
sing of passports and visas, 
loans, transportation and per- 
sonal welfare of the farmer emi- 


grants.

First they are screened by the 
governor of each prefecture, 
who recommends twice as many 
applicants to the Council as the 
quota for the prefecture, after 
subjecting all the applicants to 
physical examination and a 
personal interview. 

Only Best Selected 

Following this, the council 
sends examiners to the prefec- 
tures to conduct semifinal selec- 
tion. At this stage, the Foreign 
Office and the Ministry of Agri- 
culture and Forestry cooperate 
with the council by assigning 
their respective officers to help 
select suitable candidates. 

But final selection is made in 
Tokyo by the Committee for 
Selection under the supervision 
of the two government agencies. 

Because of this stiff selective 
system, those responsible for re- 
cruiting feel that the workers 
finally chosen are the best— 
physically, mentally and moral- 
ly—agricultural workers Japan 
can send abroad. 

Prior to their departure for

Whatever 
complaints these workers or the 
receiving employers had have 
been negligible. Few incidents, 
such as brawls, have been re- 
yorted. By and large, the work- 
ers are happy, and the first 
group, it has been reported, had 
saved on the average $200 each 
during the first five months 
aside from the “compulsory” 


savings of $90.75 each during. 


the first thres months. 
Workers Popular 


Attesting to the popularity of 
these contract workers is the 
fact that a request for 1,466 of 
them, far beyond the 1,000 limit, 
has been made by eight differ- 
ent growers’ associations in 
California after the arrival of 
the first group. 

The labor -official who testi- 
fied against the program, how- 
ever, explained the stand of the 
department as follows: 

“As a basic principle, we are

Ayu Fishing 

The ayu fishing season usual- 
ly opens on June 1, This year 
it opened two weeks earlier. 
Ayu is a kind of trout, peculiar 
to Japan, and is regarded as the 
best tasting fish in the country. 
It is also called the fragrant 
fish, because it has a particular 
fragrant taste. 

Ayu eggs hatch in clear 
streams in autumn, and the little 
fish go down the river to the 
sea. In the sea the fish grow on 
animal planktons. In March it 
approaches the shore, and in 
May swims up the river. As it 
enters the river, its diet changes 
to diatom or rock mosses, and 
the shape of its teeth also 
changes to eat the moss, 

Ayu prefer clear running 
streams and those living in the 
streams where rich diatom is 
abundantly found taste the best. 
The mother ayu lay eggs on 
rocks in September and then 
down the river. Most of them 
die soon after laying the eggs, 
and so the fish is often called 
nengyo or year-fish,

USSR Arms the Mid-East 


Military Aid Flows to Egypt, Syria

Soviet arms are again moving 
into the Middle East. Despite 
the overwhelming defeat of the 
Egyptian armed forces last au- 
tumn, Soviet arms deliveries to 
Egypt have been resumed, and 
other forms of Soviet military 
aid are increasing. 

Soviet arms and equipment 
reached Egypt this year both in 
January and in February. Jan- 
uary saw a small Russian con- 
voy consisting of two freighters 
and a tanker bring tanks for 
the Egyptian Army, MIG-15 
fighter aircraft in crates for the 
Egyptian Air Force, and crude 
oll for the Alexandria refinery. 
In mid-February hundreds of 
vehicles are reported to have 
been landed from Soviet ships 
at Alexandria and then taken 
to Egyptian Army dumps at 
Tura and Helwan. 


Meanwhile, Soviet officers and 
instructors have been reaching 
Egypt in growing numbers dur- 
ing the past few months, Some 
Soviet Army officers who. arriv- 
ed in recent weeks are quarter- 
ed in a well-guarded house near 
the Swedish Legation in Cairo. 
Egyptian staff officers and mem- 
bers of the Revolutionary Coun- 
cil have frequently been seen en- 
tering and leaving this building. 
Soviet air officers and specialists 
who have reached Egypt include 
pilots, technicians and ground 


8° staff. 


Despite these developments, 
Soviet policy toward the Egypt- 
ian armed forces is believed to 
be still somewhat unsettled. 
The Russians are credited with 
a natural reluctance to put large 
quantities of equipment into the 
hands of an army whose rout 
by Israeli forces last autumn de- 
monstrated that it is incapable 
of using them, 


Because of this reluctance, 
the losses sustained by the 
Egyptian: forces during last 
autumn’s operations. have not 
been made good by Moscow. 
For the moment the Russians 
are believed to be concentrating 
on training small numbers of 
the Egyptian Army in the hope 
that they may then serve as a 
nucleus for further expansion. 
With a view to making this 
effort as acceptable as possible 
to Arab feeling, the training is 
being done mainiy by officers 
from the Soviet Central Asian 
republics peopled largely by 
Moslems. . 

The military aid which the 
Soviet Union is giving Egypt 


forms part of Moscow's policy 
of providing arms to Middle 
Eastern countries which can 
use them to hurt the Free 
World. 


The picture last autumn tells 
its own story. Between Novem- 
ber 1955 and November 1956 
Egypt alone received military 
equipment from the Soviet bloc 
to a value of at least £150,000,- 
000. Official British information 
shows that in the middle of 
November 1956 Iron Curtain 
arms and equipment delivered 
to Egypt included: at least 50 
11-18 (Ilyushin) twin-jet light 
bombers; at least 100 MIG-15 jet 
fighters; about .300 medium and 
heavy tanks, among them a sub- 
stantial number of T-34s; about 
200 armored troop carriers; 
between 400 and 500 guns of 
various calibers; many rocket- 
launchers; large numbers of 
land-mines; much radar and 
wireless equipment; two naval 
destroyers; four minesweepers; 
and 15 to 20 motor torpedo 
boats. 


Syria was less important in 
the Soviet picture, and therefore 
received fewer arms and less 
equipment. Even so, the Soviet 
Union and Soviet satellites sup- 
plied her with about £ 20,000,000 
worth of arms and equipment 
between November 1955 and 
November 1956, the major items 
including: at least 100 medium 
tanks; at least 100 armored 
troop carriers; from 50 to 100 
self-propelled guns; at least 100 
other guns of various calibers; 
large quantities of minor wea- 
pons, munitions, and radar and 
other military equipment. 

Besides arms, munitions, and 
equipment, Soviet policy is also 
helping Egypt to make muni- 
tions herself.’ This .step has 
been taken by an organization 
in the Soviet-dominated area of 
Germany which is known as 
VEB  iInes_ (Industrieanlagen 
Export). This organization has 
been given a contract to build 
an Egyptian munitions and 
explosives factory at Abu Sal- 
bal. 

On his visit to London in 
April 1956, Khrushchev said 
before a large press conference 
that the Soviet Union does 
“not supply arms to anyone 
and we should like other 
countries to act in the same 
way.” 

The facts given above show 
how flagrantly Khrushchev’s 
words and deeds disagree. (Lon- 
don Press Service.)
